A very attractive and, in fact, 
gem example of what is surely one of the finest executed of all 
U.S. coinage designs. The No Stars design is a simple, yet 
powerfully effective, design tl it is unencumbered by 
peripheral stars or lettering. 

159 1857 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and bright, this piece has a few 
small marks on each side, but all in all it is a very pleasing 
example of this scarce type. 

160 1864-S VF 20 ANACS. A sought after San Francisco date in 
the series, many of which have subsequently been lost or 
destroyed. Some minor surface abrasions are noted on each 
side. 

161 1874 Arrows MS 60 NGC. Well struct and covered by cloudy, 
silvery-gray toning on both sides. An mportant two 'ear type. 

162 1874 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. Weakly struck in the central 
portions, opaque gray toning blankets both sides. Just not 
quite lustrous enough to grade higher. 

163 1886 MS 66 NGC. Well struck and toned in shades of deep- 
violet and steel-blue. Deep, satiny lu „er shows as well with no 
distracting marks. 

164 1889 AU 58 ANACS. Mostly lustrous with some light wear on 
the highpoints. 

165 1891 MS 62 ANACS. Typically struck with subdued luster. 


PROOF SEATED DIMES 

166 1863 PR 63 ANACS. A well toned cameo displaying deep blue 
and golden hues about the borders. One of just 460 proofs 
issued. 

167 1863 PR 66 PCGS. Even though only 460 proofs were struck 
this year, business strikes are much scarcer, which in turn 
means that proofs are worth a premium. This is an exquisite 
proof striking The fields show an unfathomable depth of 
mirrored reflectivity and the devices are nicely frosted, giving 
the coin a cameoed appearance. Brilliant throughout, there 
are several small lint marks on the obverse, the most 
noticeable one being in the right field out from Liberty’s shin. 

168 1879 PR 63 NGC. Dazzling, brilliant surfaces and deeply 
mirrored with lightly contrasting mint frost on the devices. 

169 1879 PR 64 ANACS. Gorgeous silver-blue toning covers each 
side. A popular, low total mintage date. 

BARBER DIMES 

170 1892 AU 58 ANACS. An affordable, high grade example of this 
first year issue. 

171 1899-0 XF 45 ANACS. A collectible, high-grade example. 


172 1912-S MS 62 PCGS. Somewhat dull on the obverse, choice on 

the reverse, and lightly toned. 


MERCURY DIMES 

173 1916-D ANACS Cleaned. Ungraded on the holder, the coin is 
VG 8. The surfaces are unnaturally bright from being cleaned, 
but this is still a desirable example. 

174 1916-S MS 66 NGC. Multicolored iridescence overlays most of 
the obverse, the reverse is deep, silver-gray with some russet 
color at the border. 

175 1918-D MS 62 ANACS. Excellent luster is seen on both sides, 
the centers are weakly struck. 

176 1919-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Struck in fairly 
substantial numbers, but still a challenging early Mercury, 
particularly with Full Bands. 

177 1920 MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Bright, frosty luster is 
abundant on both sides of this fully struck, early P-mint dime. 

178 1921-D VF 30 ANACS. Light to medium gray, displaying far 
less wear than the typical circulated example of this key. 

179 1926 MS 65 Full Bands NGC. Shimmering luster with some 
light toning blanketing the obverse. 

180 1928 MS 64 Full Bands NGC. Bright and untoned with a few 
minor surface marks. 

181 1929-D MS 63 Full Bands ANACS. Lustrous and well struck, a 
few surface marks limit the grade. 

182 1929-D MS 65 Full Bands NGC. A gem quality specimen 
enhanced with an essentially fully brilliant, satiny appearance. 

183 1931 MS 65 PCGS. Fully brilliant and just as difficult in gem 
condition as its lower mintage counterparts from Denver and 
San Francisco. 

184 1931-S MS 66 NGC. Brilliant and virtually untoned. A clean 
example of this semi-key date in the series. 

185 1934-D MS 67 PCGS. A satiny, mark-free specimen 

186 1934-D MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Lightly toned and boldly 

187 1935-S MS 66 Full Bands NGC. Bright, untoned surfaces that 
are uncommonly well struck for the issue. 

188 1936-D MS 66 Full Bands NGC. Satiny and sharp, some 
opaque toning lightly overlays both sides. 

189 1936-S MS 67 Full Bands NGC. A stunning coin that displays 
colors of golden-russet on both sides of this fully struck gem. 

190 1938-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Pretty golden, green, and 
crimson toning is seen on both sides. A large scratch is noted 
on the reverse running from the center to the edge between 
the IT of UNITED. 

191 1938-S MS 67 Full Bands NGC. Fully struck, completely 
untoned, and essentially mark-free. 

192 1941 MS 67 NGC. Some opaque-gray patina blankets the 
obverse. 
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PROOF MERCURY DIME 

193 1942 PR 68 NGC. Both sides of this superb coin show untoned 
centers surrounded by a delicious blend of rainbow colors. If 
you like toning, this piece has one of the freshest, most 
original appearances one could hope for. The quality, of 
course, is almost unimprovable. Population: 12, none finer. 

TWENTY-CENT PIECE 

194 1875-S MS 64 NGC. A well defined example of this popular, 
short-lived type. The brilliant surfaces show bright, one might 
almost say, dazzling mint frost. There are several tiny field 
abrasions that limit the grade. Good quality overall. 


SEATED QUARTERS 

195 1861 MS 63 NGC. Boldly detailed on the central devices, with 
shimmering luster and only a hint of peripheral color. 

196 1877 MS 64 PCGS. He. ry russet and sea-green tor ng covers 
the obverse, the reverse is essentially brilliant. On of the 
more commonly encou, tered With Motto dates. 

197 1878-CC MS 62 PCGS. A bit lackluster to grade higher, the 
devices are fully brought up in most areas and there is just a 
hint of pale peripheral color. 

198 1890 MS 63 PCGS. Fufiy brilliant with semi-proof dee fields. 
Final year of the reduced mintage P-mint quarters, one of only 
80,000 business strikes issued. 


PROOF SEATED QUARTERS 

199 1878 PR 65 NGC. A lovely, glittering cameo with iridescent 
flashes of violet and blue about the peripheries. One of 800 
proofs issued and rarely found in gem condition. Population: 
12 in 65, 4 higher. 

200 1883 PR 64 PCGS. Both sides have rust colored centers that 
are surrounded by a wide band of deep cobalt-blue toning. 
Beneath the patina are deeply reflective proof mirrors of 
illimitable depth. Popular low total mintage issue. 

201 1891 PR 66 NGC. Strong cameo devices are visible through 
toning in shades of lavender and gold. The reverse is 
especially nice with some electric blue color around the 
periphery. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

202 1892 MS 63 ANACS. A satiny example, toned on both sides in 
mottled greenish-gray and violet shades. A few hairlines on 
the obverse limit the grade. 

203 1893-0 MS 62 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster with some deeper 
peripheral patina. The mintmark is placed far to the right on 
this variety. 

204 1906 MS 63 PCGS. Well frosted beneath lovely pastel toning. 

205 1907-0 MS 63 NGC. Very well struck with green-gold and 
russet toning framing the portrait on-the obverse. The reverse 
is deeply toned in burnt-gold and magenta hues. 


206 1912 MS 64 PCGS. Light, even golden-rose toning covers both 
sides with superb underlying mint luster. 

207 1912 MS 64 PCGS. .An obviously original coin, the surfaces 
show good mint luster and are untoned on either side. 

Minimal marks. 

208 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty-white with the cartwheel brilliance 
of a gem, but hampered by a few scattered surface marks. 

209 1915-D MS 64 NGC. The blazing mint frost has taken on a 
light overlay of golden patina here and there. Almost fully 
struck. 

210 1916-D MS 64 NGC. The final year of issue for the Barber 
quarter and a widely collected date. This specimen is 
unusually nice, as the fields are very lustrous and bright with 
a frosty appearance. There is also a smattering of russet color 
on the reverse in the peripheral areas, and a sharp strike on 
the design details. 

PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

211 1897 PR 64 PCGS. Brightly mirrored fields with an overlay of 
silver-gray toning over both sides. A nice looking coin for the 
grade. 

212 1897 PR 66 NGC. An enchanting coin that must be seen to be 
fully appreciated. The surfaces are pristine and covered with 
rich cinnamon-brown, lavender, and blue toning with bright 
underlying mirrors in the fields. An exceptional coin. 

213 1908 PR 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant and deeply mirrored, 
exhibiting only a few specks of toning about the peripheral 
devices. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

214 1917 Type One MS 64 Full Head NGC. Lightly toned overall 
with darker peripheral color on the obverse. Lustrous. 

215 1917-D Type One MS 64 NGC. Toned in varying shades of 
golden-brown over satiny surfaces. The surfaces and luster are 
above average for the grade. 

216 1917-S Type One MS 63 Full Head PCGS. Lustrous with more 
of a matte-like finish on the reverse and excellent sharpness in 
all areas. 

217 1917-S Type One MS 64 Full Head NGC. Essentially brilliant 
and untoned, the S-mint is a much scarcer issue when 
compared to its Philadelphia counterpart. Very lustrous. 

218 1917 Type Two MS 64 PCGS. A vibrant, untoned example that 
comes temptingly close to full head designation. 

219 1917 Type Two MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous and mostly 
brilliant. 

220 1917-D Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Bright luster with a 
bit of pale golden toning about the outer portions of the 
obverse. 

221 1917-S Type Two MS 63 ANACS. Slightly scarcer than the 
Type One from the same mint in this grade. Essentially 
untoned and a fine addition to a type or date collection. 
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222 ’917-S Type Two MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Well struck and 
very lustrous with a light overlay of streaky golden toning and 
only a few tiny contact marks. 

223 1918-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. The luster on this piece is 
simply outstanding, being fully frosted and virtually untoned. 
There are no important marks on either side, with just the 
usual softness of strike in the central portions. 

224 1920-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. A tough date to find fully 
struck with a full head. Medium-golden toning equally 
overlays both sides. A nice, original piece and excellent quality 
for the grade. 

225 1920-S MS 63 Full Head NGC. Extremely lustrous with a hint 
of russet toning framing the obverse and scattered across the 
reverse. One of the most difficult Standing Liberty issues with 
such strong detail. Population: 4 in 63, 7 higher. 

226 1921 MS 64 PCGS. A clean example of this scarce, low 
mintage issue that has a mark on the eagle's wing that 
prevents a higher grade. Adequate, but not above average, 
luster for the issue. Light color on the obverse. 

227 1921 AU 58 Full Head PCGS. Lightly toned with darker 
specks of color at the margins and showing strong underlying 
luster. Really a good value in this date and possessing most of 
the eye appeal of an MS 65. 

228 1923-S ANACS Cleaned. A sharp XF 45 coin that 
unfortunately was cleaned at one time. 

229 1923-S MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Rich golden-russet toning at 
the borders, fading to greenish-gray and lighter gold through 
the centers. A top rate example of this low-mintage scarcity. 
Population: 26 in 65, 8 higner. 

230 1924-D MS 63 Full Head PCGS. This example shows 
complete detailing of the head, down to good definition of the 
leaves and a well defined ear hole. 1924-D quarters with a full 
head are considerably rarer than those with the typical flat 

231 1925 MS 64 Full Head NGC. Highly lustrous and a gem save 
for a couple of marks on Liberty's leg. 

232 1926 MS 65 Full Head NGC. Natural silvery-gray color with a 
blush of pale violet on the reverse. Population: 15 in 65, 1 
higher. 

233 1927 MS 66 Full Head NGC. This bright example is 
completely untoned and white with boldly defined details. 
Conditionally rare and great choice as a type coin. Population: 
2 in 66, none finer. 

234 1927-D MS 64 Full Head PCGS. Essentially brilliant with an 
unusually sharp strike for this otherwise common issue. 

235 1929-S MS 66 Full Head NGC. Snow-white surfaces with an 
intensity of luster that must be seen to be fully appreciated. 
Scarce so fine. Population: 14 in 66, 1 higher. 


WASHINGTON QUARTER 

236 1932-S MS 63 ANACS. Speckled violet toning adheres to the 

more protected areas. Original and affordable. 


PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 


237 1939 PR 67 NGC. Prists > surfaces outlined in milky golden 
pastels, with only a small window' of brilliance on the reverse. 

238 1941 PR 64 ANACS. Bright chrome-like appearance as issued. 

239 1941 PR 67 NGC. A superb, fully brilliant example. 

240 1942 PR 67 NGC. An impeccable proof Washington, partially 
framed in reddish-gold toning on each side. 

241 1952 PR 68 PCGS. Untoned and virtually as struck. 
Population: 5 in 68. none higher. 

242 1954 PR 68 PCGS. Another superlative proof specimen, this 
piece exhibits a slight contrast between fields and devices. 

243 1955 PR 68 PCGS. Dazzling proof brilliance and surfaces that 
boldly approach perfection. 

244 1961 PR 68 PCGS. Untoned with enough contrast to make a 
case for a cameo designation. 

245 1962 PR 68 PCGS. Modern, common, but awfully nice. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

246 1794 VG 10 PCGS. 0-101, R.4. The light gray patina seen 
over most of the coin deepens gradually toward the rims and 
the devices show pleasing pinkish-brilliant accents. Heavily, 
but evenly worn with all the design elements clearly outlined. 

247 1795 Fine 12 NGC. 0-113, R.3. Diagnostic die lump to the 
right of the date. The surfaces are a pleasing medium-gray 
and only a few trivial marks are noted in the right obverse 
field. 

248 1801 Fine 15 PCGS. 0-101, R.3. Ill-defined in the centers and 
showing an ancient mark on the lower left portion of the 
obverse. The surfaces are originally toned a light gray with 
underlying golden tints. Scarce. 

249 1805 VF 30 PCGS. 0-109, R.3. Blue, red. green, and gold 
peripheral highlights that are original and appealing to the 
eye. Boldly detailed throughout, including Liberty's middle 
curls and the feathers below the scroll, often areas "missed" in 
the minting process. 


BUST HALF DOLLARS 

250 1807 Capped Bust VF 30 NGC. 50/20. O-l 12, R.l. A lightly 
toned example of this popular variety. 

251 1809 AU 50 NGC. 0-102, R.l. This variety is characterized by 
a row of segments below the scroll on the reverse. Light to 
medium gray patina deepens to cohalt-blue at the margins. 
Well struck on the obverse but softly impressed on the 
reverse. 

252 1819 XF 45 NGC. 0-109, R.2. Medium gray overall with 
iridescent undertones and deep, charcoal colored accents 
around the peripheries. An attractively toned, near blemish- 
free example. 

253 1831 AU 50 PCGS. 0-109, R.l. One of the characteristics of 
this die are the stars being drawn to the edge and LURI in 
PLURIBUS missing (see the Overton plate). Deeply toned in 
varying shades of charcoal gray, and silver-gray over both 
sides, oiean surfaces. 
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254 1831 MS 60 PCGS. 0-105, R.3. Well defined in the centers, the 
surfaces are toned a rather deep gray overall with some 
underlying iridescence. 

255 1834 AU 55 NGC. Small Date, Small Letters. 0-116, R.l. A bit 
softly struck on the hair curls, much of the mint luster 
remains beneath the rich gray-lilac and golden toning. 

256 1835 AU 53 NGC. 0-106, R.l. Somewhat softly struck, there is 
just a bit of light golden patina scattered across both sides, 
otherwise a brilliant coin. 

257 1835 AU 58 NGC. 0-101, R.l. Satiny luster underlies the gray 
patina seen over both sides which also show multicolored 
iridescence as well. An attractive, near-mint coin. 


SEATED HALF DOLLAR 

258 1890 MS 61 ANACS. Untoned with satiny fields. A number of 

small contact marks are mostly seen on the obverse. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

259 1859 PR 62 PCGS. Although the official mii. .age figure for 
proofs of this year was 800 pieces, far fewer were actually 
released as many were melted at year's end as unsold. Deeply 
reflective fields with original deep blue-gray and rose toning 
shades. 

260 1864 PR 63 PCGS. Both sides are deeply toned in swirling 
bluish-green and rose-gold shades. One of just 470 proofs 
struck in this Civil War year. 

261 1873 No Arrows PR 63 PCGS. A brilliant and slightly hazy 
proof that is kept from a higher grade by the presence of fight 
hairlines from an old cleaning. 

262 1881 PR 66 PCGS. Although 975 proofs were minted, this is a 
very elusive date in the With Motto Seated half series. The 
PCGS Population Report fists only 3 certified in PR 66, with 
none finer. Bright, blue-green toning covers deeply reflective 
mirrors. The centers display some violet-magenta color. A 
beautifully toned, elusive gem Seated half dollar. 

263 1883 PR 61 ANACS. Bright and essentially untoned, myriad 
hairlines are noted in the fields. 


BARBER HALF DOLLAR 

264 1893-S MS 64 NGC. An incredibly toned specimen featuring 

rich, colorful shades of emerald-green and bright rose on the 
obverse and concentric sky-blue, lemon-yellow, and russet 
hues on the reverse. Recognized for its scarcity in grades from 
Good on up, the low-mintage '93-S half dollar is of comparable 
rarity in mint state to its more famous silver dollar 
counterpart and is even more elusive in choice and better 
condition. Population: 2 in 64. none higher. 


PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

265 1896 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply mirrored with brightly reflective 

fields. There is just a hint of pale patina on each side, 
otherwise brilliant. 


266 1908 PR 64 NGC. Mottled golden-brown and violet toning 

that, on the reverse, is confined more to the protected areas. 
This issue has proven to be the most difficult proof Barber in 
choice condition. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

267 1916-S MS 64 NGC. A well struck example of this scarcer 
branch mint, first year issue. There is a covering of 
monochromatic golden patina c een on each side. 

268 1917 MS 61 NGC. Bright and mostly untoned. 

269 1918-S MS 62 PCGS. Strong mint luster underlies the richly 
toned surfaces. Downgraded by the presence of several small 
abrasions on the lower half of the obverse. 

270 1920 MS 64 PCGS. Although a common date, this is an 
exemplary early Walker. The surfaces are brilliant and heavily 
frosted with only a few minor scuffs on each side. Some fight- 
gold toning has gathered on each side. 

271 I936-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck and lightly toned. 

272 1940-S MS 65 NGC. Softly struck in the centers with excellent 
luster and a bright, untoned appearance. 

273 1941 MS 63 ANACS. Extremely bright and lustrous, 
suggestive of a higher grade. 

274 1942-D MS 67 NGC. The 1942 issues are quite elusive in 
superior grades and extremely rare in MS 67 condition. This 
piece is fully brilliant and completely untoned with no visible 
field marks. 

275 1943-S MS 63 ANACS. Untoned with sparkling mint luster 
and an above average strike. 

276 1943-S MS 64 PCGS. White, satiny luster, extremely clean 
surfaces, and a good strike all grace this coin. 

277 1943-S MS 65 NGC. Well struck for this diffi cult strike issue 
and showing a moderate amount of color in the obverse fields, 
the reverse is toned peripherally. 

278 1943-S MS 65 NGC. Untoned with sparkling mint luster and 
an above average strike. 

279 1947 MS 65 NGC. A stunning '47-P Walker, probably of mint 
set origin, being toned primarily on the obverse in mottled 
apple-green and golden-russet hues. The underlying luster 
and surface quality really set this superlative example apart 
from other examples. 


PROOF WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

280 1939 PR 66 NGC. A pristine, unblemished example showing a 
moderate amount of fight, opaque toning over deeply mirrored 
surfaces. 

281 1940 PR 66 NGC. A wonderfully preserved proof specimen, 
outlined in both obverse and reverse in a fight golden-gray 
patina. 

282 1941 PR 67 NGC. While most proof Walkers are attractive, 
few pieces can compare with this exquisite gem. Outstanding, 
deep mirror surfaces, with a delicate gold overlay on both 
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sides. As one might expect on a coin of this caliber, surface 
marks are absent to the naked eye. 

283 1942 PR 68 NGC. Lovely, deeply reflective surfaces with light 

frosting on both the obverse and reverse devices. Some golden- 
amber color may be seen at the peripheries. A superb 
specimen. 


FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 

284 1949-D MS 64 ANACS. A white, untoned example displaying 
only a few minor contact marks. 

285 1953-S MS 66 NGC. An above average strike for this normally 
weak issue graces this specimen. The horizontal bell lines are 
quite well defined and the coin displays frosty luster with 
essentially no toning. 


PROOF FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 

286 Complete Proof Franklin Half Dollar Set. Each date from 
1950-63 is included, each is graded PR 65. and each coin is in 
an old PCGS holder. The coins are essentially brilliant, but if 
closely examined a few might show light color. (Total: 14 coins) 

287 1953 PR 66 NGC. A silky smooth gem, with brilliant fields and 
no toning on either side. 


SEATED DOLLARS 

288 1843 AU 50 PCGS. Well toned in a mixture of steelx-gray and 
gunmetal-blue colors. An original, problem-free specimen. 

289 1859-0 ANACS Scratched. Appearing to be an AU 58. the 
right obverse field exhibits a number of small scratches. Some 
medium gray toning is noted on both sides. 

290 1859-0 AU 55 ANACS. Steel-gray in color with modest 
abrasions throughout. Minimally worn AU examples of this 
date may actually be tougher than baggy uncs. 

291 1860-0 AU 58 NGC. Deep gray surfaces are virtually mark- 
free and display subtle iridescent toning in shades of violet, 
blue, and gold. 

292 1871 VF 35 ANACS. Original light gray patina with 
exceptionally clean surfaces. 

293 1871 MS 63 PCGS. Completely brilliant, the devices are 
heavily frosted and the fields show the curious mixture of 
cartwheel luster and semi-prooflikeness seen on many dates in 
the Seated dollar series. A bit softly struck, as often seen on 
dollars of this issue. Both sides are minimally abraded with 
only a few small field marks that account for the grade. 


PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

294 1867 PR 63 PCGS. The mirrored fields are a bit subdued, 
especially on the reverse. Deeply toned, there are some 
scattered hairlines and small contact marks seen on both 
sides. Only 625 proofs were coined in this year. 

295 1868 PR 64 PCGS. A lovely two-toned specimen, tinted a 
milky steel-gold on the obverse and almost totally brilliant on 
the flashier reverse. One of just 600 proofs struck for the year. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

296 1874-S AU 50 PCGS. Untoned with considerable luster 
remaining. 

297 1875-S MS 64 NGC. Full, satiny luster peers out from 
beneath a uniform layer of moderately deep golden-gray 
toning. While the depth of the toning is generally acceptable, it 
might have graded higher if it were just a bit brighter, as the 
surfaces appear to be consistent with the MS 64 grade. In any 
event, this is an attractive, original coin that will please the 
vast majority of collectors. 

298 1876-S AU 55 NGC. Essentially brilliant with near full 
cartwheel luster. 


PROOF TRADE DOLLAR 

299 1879 PR 64 PCGS. A proof-only Trade dollar issue with an 

original mintage of only 1,541 pieces. The choice surfaces show 
only minimal hairlines. 


MORGAN DOLLARS 

300 1878 8TF MS 64 NGC. Very cheply and attractively toned on 
the obverse and reverse. Fully struck. 

301 1878 8TF MS 62 Prooflike NGC. The nicely reflective surfaces 
are mostly untoned save for a golden peripheral ring on the 
reverse. 

302 1878 7/8TF Strong MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. 
Deeply mirrored in the fields and untoned on either side. A 
few minor marks and abrasions limit the grade. 

303 1878-S MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with superb luster. 

304 1879-CC MS 64 PCGS. Among Carson City Morgans, only 
the '89-CC and '93-CC are more difficult to obtain in choice 
and gem condition. Outstanding quality, suitable for the finest 
Morgan dollar set. 

305 1879-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A sparkling example 
contrasted nicely by fully struck, frosty devices. Untoned save 
for a hint of golden color on Liberty's cheek. Population: 12 in 
64, 1 finer. 

306 1879-S MS 66 NGC. A superb example with frosty, lustrous 
surfaces and a near absence of any marks. Fully struck as 
most all examples of this date come. 

307 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 64 NGC. A scarce variety, fully 
lustrous, and boldly struck. Only 90 have thus far been 
certified with 10 finer. Elusive in this choice grade. 

308 1879-S Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A very scarce 
date to locate in high grades. Considerable reflectivity is 
apparent in the fields of this attractive coin. 

309 1880 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Nicely mirrored 
fields reflect a bit of silver-gray patina on both sides. 

310 1880-CC MS 65 PCGS. Deep satiny luster embraces the 
obverse and reverse of this Morgan dollar, and the cheek is 
exceptionally free from the abrasions normally encountered. 

311 1880-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An attractive 
coin with strong contrast between the fields and devices. 
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312 1880-S MS 65 NGC. Some moderate golden-russet toning is 
mixed with deep-blue at the borders. 

313 1880-S MS 66 NGC. A superb quality example, completely 
untoned and exhibiting a fresh, frosty appearance. 

314 1880-S MS 67 NGC. A very flashy dollar that is brilliant and 
highly lustrous. This nearly perfect coin shows only the tiniest 
surface imperfections, and of course, none of these are of any 
real consequence to the overall eye appeal of the coin. 

315 1880-S MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Snow-white devices contrast 
sharply with nicely mirrored fields. A striking coin. 

316 1881-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Nicely contrasted, there are 
only a few small marks that disturb the flow of the luster on 
the cheek of Liberty. Very lightly toned. 

317 1881-0 MS 64 NGC. Mostly brilliant with semi-prooflike 
fields. 

318 1881-S MS 65 PCI. 50% Toned. Rich golden color shows in the 
peripheral areas. 

319 1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant, fully struck, and exceptionally 
clean. 

320 1881-S MS 66 NGC. Blazing stark-white luster with semi¬ 
prooflike fields and frosted devices. Stunning and virtually 
mark-free. 

321 1882-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Very reflective 
in the fields, an area of rich golden patina has gathered on the 
left side of the obverse. 

322 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding Morgan dollar. The 
surfaces are smooth and creamy and show no apparent or 
distracting abrasions. This is not a coin that "just made it," but 
it is a solid coin for the grade with tremendous eye appeal. 

323 1883 MS 65 NGC. Br illian t, and well struck with frosted mint 
luster. 

324 1883 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny with fight-gray patina. 

325 1883 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with a modest contrast 
and showing the average number of abrasions for the grade. 

326 1883-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with dazzling 
cartwheel luster and good reflectivity in the fields. A hint of 
golden color is seen peripherally. 

327 1883-S AU 58 NGC. An affordable alternative to a mint sate 
specimen. Light rubbing on the highpoints. 

328 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Light golden peripheral toning 
with a particularly sharp strike in the centers. 

329 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCI. Reflective surfaces and nicely 
frosted devices. A bright, untoned example of this popular 
date. 

330 1885-0 MS 66 Prooflike NGC. Boldly defined with appreciable 
contrast between fields and devices. 

331 1885-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply mirrored 
and fully white, a normal amount of abrasions show for the 
grade. 


332 1885-S MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A premium example of this 
scarcer Redfield issue. The fields are dazzling in their 
brilliance and reflectivity, apparently having been struck from 
highly polished dies. Well struck and only lightly abraded for 
the issue. Population: 9 in 65. none finer. 

333 1886 MS 66 PCGS. Very sharply struck and brilliant except 
for an arc of deep blue and golden color around a portion of the 
obverse. 

334 1886 MS 66 PCI. Splendid blue-green and coppery-gold toning 
blanket the obverse of this mark-free, satiny example. 

335 1887 MS 65 PCI. 75% White. A smattering of pale russet 
toning shows on the o! ^erse, the reverse is fully white. 

336 1887 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant throughout, the fields 
are reflective but not deeply so. An attractive, upper-end coin 
that shows no mentionable abrasions. 

337 1887/6 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Of the 
greatest rarity and importance, deeply reflective prooflike 
overdates are virtually non-existent with only 10 total pieces 
certified by PCGS. The fields are deeply reflective with only 
slight frost noted on the devices. The bottom portion of the 6 is 
easily seen without magnification. Only 4 o' her pieces have 
been so graded by PCGS, 2 are finer. 

338 1887-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A flashy, untoned specimen, 
boldly struck in the centers and just a few minor surface 
marks from gem quality. 

339 1887-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A flashy two- 
toned specimen, boldly struck in the centers and just a few 
minor surface marks from gem quality. 

340 1887-S MS 64 NGC. Razor sharp with an untoned, semi- 
reflective gleam over both sides. 

341 1888 MS 65 NGC. Satiny-white with an especially clean 
portrait for this less-than-common issue. 

342 1888-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Untoned with strong central 
details and clean, frosty devices. An impressive '88-0 of gem 
quality. 

343 1888-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully detailed 
with reflective fields that are clean enough to warrant a gem 
rating, but a few minor facial marks limit the grade. 

344 1888-S MS 64 NGC. A flashy near-gem specimen, partially 
framed in attractive orange and rose-violet toning. 

345 1890 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Silvery-gray devices 
set against watery fields. A difficult issue with DMPL 
qualities. 

346 1891-CC MS 63 NGC. Quite frosty and less abraded than the 
typical '91-CC Morgan. 

347 1891-CC MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck, brilliant, and heavily 
frosted. There are a few small abrasions and luster grazes that 
prevent a higher grade. Sharp looking coin. 

348 1891-CC MS 64 NGC. Silver-gray color with excellent 
sharpness in the centers. Only a few trivial milling marks 
from gem quality. 

349 1891-CC MS 65 NOP a brilliant and plee-'i -.cample of this 
very popular date. This is not the "Spitting Eagle" variety. We 
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mention this simply because it seems we find more, of the 
spitters than we do the regulars. The cheek is exceptionally 
clean and mark-free. 

350 1891-0 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and sharp for the issue, with a 
touch of golden color across both sides. 

351 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Only a few small abrasions are noted on 
the cheek of Liberty, while the reverse is virtually devoid of 
contact marks. Very well struck and an overall pleasing 
example of this scarcer and always popular date. 

352 1896 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant v\ ith clean, well 
struck devices and watery fields. 

353 1896-0 AU 55 NGC. Typically soft in the centers with a 
muted, satiny luster over both sides. 

354 1897-0 AU 55 PCGS. Specks of natural reddish-gold toning 
outline the obverse of this boldly struck example. 

355 1898-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A flashy, razor 
sharp coin with mirrored fields and frosty devices. 

356 1899-0 MS 66 p rooflike NGC. Mostly brilliant, with 
shimmering fields and clean, frosty devices. 

357 1900 MS 65 NGC. Clean surfaces under splendid multicolored 
toning. 

358 1901 AU 50 ANACS. Still lustrous with traces of golden-russet 
toning at the borders. 

359 1901 AU 55 aNACS. Brilliant with only minor scuffiness from 
a brief stint in circulation. High grade, yet affordable, quality 
for this scarce P-mint. 

360 1902 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A clean cheek with good 
reflectivity in the fields, made so by die polishing marks. One 
of 17 pieces certified in this grade by NGC, none have been 
graded higher. 

361 1902-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A brilliant specimen with full, 
watery mirrors on both sides. The 1902-0 is hardly ever 
encountered in well preserved prooflike condition. 

362 1903 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Particularly bright for the issue, 
with excellent sharpness in the centers and solidly reflective 
qualities over both sides, quite elusive for an '03-P dollar. 

363 1903-0 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Brilliant and very 
well struck with modest abrasions limited to the obverse. 
Scarce, as are all post-1900 dollars with mirrored fields. 

364 1921-D MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Watery surfaces 
displaying no contrast whatever between fields and devices. 
Very scarce with DMPL qualities. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

365 1879 PR 63 PCGS. Light, hazy golden toning covers the 

obverse of this bright example. Uniformly brilliant on the 
obverse devices, this piece shows good cameo contrast on the 
reverse. Traces of old fingerprints have been incorporated into 
the to nin g on the obverse. The reverse is bright, flashy, and 
shows only a blush of color. Very appealing for the grade and a 
nice example of this proof date. 


366 1896 PR 64 NGC. Hazy layers of light toning blanket each 
side. This really is quite a presentable coin for the grade with 
good reflectivity in the fields. 

367 1902 PR 63 NGC. This no-contrast proof derives its grade 
from the slight hairlining that can be seen on each side and 
also the soft strike over the ear of Liberty. If either of these 
were not present, surely the coin would grade higher as there 
are really no mentionable contact marks. Moderate amounts of 
golden-russet toning appear on both sides. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

368 1922-S MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with dazzling mint 
brilliance, this clean example is kept from the gem category by 
the presence of a long milling mark on the lower part of the 
eagle's wing. 

369 1923 MS 65 NGC. The obverse is superb, with intense luster 
and minimal marks. The reverse displays a few marks in the 
field, without which this coin would have surely merited a 
higher grade. 

370 1923 MS 67 PCGS. An impressive coin for the Peace dollar 
specialist, deep frosty luster covers both the obverse and 
reverse. Brilliant white, this stunning coin is on the verg. of 
perfection. Superb, gem quality Peace dollars are seldom seen 
as most specimens have accumulated abrasions, water stains, 
or are the victims of poor striking characteristics. Worthy of a 
fine collection. Population: 14 in 67. none finer. 

371 1928-S MS 63 NGC. Brilliant with da- ding mint luster, the 
only fault we can find is a noticeable abrasion on Liberty's 
neck. 

372 1934-S XF 45 NGC. The fight gray surfaces show a wide band 
of pale golden color at the top of the obverse. 

373 1935-S MS 64 PCGS. White and extremely lustrous with only 
a few minor contact marks. A most attractive example of the 
last Peace dollar. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

374 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 NGC. A 
lustrous, high-end coin with deep peripheral orange color. 

375 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64 PCGS. A rose 
tinted specimen, satiny in texture and struck with exacting 
sharpness. Some contact marks are seen at the lower portion 
of the reverse. 

376 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 NGC. Well 
preserved for this popular issue, draped in pleasing golden- 
orange patina. 

377 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Superb 
luster and accented by a rich overlay of deep orange-gold color 
on each side. An appealing, upper-end Pan-Pac that is very 
close to grading MS 65. 

378 1917 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster with a dash of 
rose patina across either side. The scarcer of the two McKinley 

379 1922 Grant MS 64 NGC. Tinted a yellow-gold and soft rose 
color with bright, satiny luster. Typically choice quality for 
this low-mintage gold commemorative. 
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380 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 NGC. Bright orange-gold color, 
good luster, and just a few tiny pecks scattered here and 
there. 

381 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. A light peppering of 
marks make this an affordable example of this final year of 
issue for gold commemoratives. 

382 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65 NGC. Deep reddish-orange 
color covers both sides of this radiant coin. A pleasing, 
problem-free specimen. 

GOLD DOLLARS 

383 1849 MS 63 NGC. A widely collected date in the gold dollar 
series, sought out by collectors both as a type coin as well as 
being popular because of its status as a first year of issue. This 
little piece displays lustrous surfaces, the strike is bold, and 
there are a few small abrasions. 

384 1851 MS 61 NGC. Softly struck in the centers with attractive 
pink-gold colorations. Unusually clean for the grade. 

385 1852 MS 65 NGC. A lovely example of a Type One dollar and 
a coin that would be perfect for type purposes. Population: 15 
in 65, 6 higher. 

386 1853 MS 61 PCGS. Fully lustrous, there are two planchet 
flakes in the center of the reverse that account for the grade. 

387 1853-0 AU 58 NGC. The most common O-mint gold dollar and 
a collectible item as such. This piece is typical for the issue 
with well struck centers. Very close to full mint state. 

388 1854 Type Two VF 35 PCGS. A pleasing coin for the grade 
with rich reddish-orange color and no trace of die clashing on 
either side. 

389 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Nearly complete mint luster 
characterizes this attractive type coin whose main flaw lies in 
a weakness of strike in the center of the reverse as well as 
heavy die clash marks on that side. 

390 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Just the slightest trace of friction 
is evident in the fields, this being the worst thing one can say 
about this lovely coin. The striking details are very well 
brought up, no die clashing is noted, and each side shows rich 
reddish-orange patina. A lovely Type Two gold dollar. 

391 1854 Type Two MS 61 NGC. A fully lustrous Type Two gold 
dollar that is sharply struck and shows only minor surface 
marks. Heavily die clashed on each side. 

392 1855 Type Two XF 40 PCGS. Bright, well struck surfaces with 
tinges of orange-gold color on each side. 

393 1855 Type Two XF 45 NGC. Light in color and showing no 
mentionable post-striking defects. The only detracting 
features on the coin are limited to the reverse where there is 
some central striking weakness and die clashing is apparent in 
the fields. 

394 1855 Type Two AU 50 NGC. A pleasing coin with smooth 
surfaces and some remaining luster. There is evidence of very 
slight die clashing on the reverse. 

395 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Good color with noticeable 
portions of luster remaining, there is visible die clashing on 
both sides, and a few shallow pinscratches on the obverse. 


396 1855 Type Two MS 62 NGC. Satin-like with abundant 
copper-red color for this conditionally elusive type. A large 
alloy spot is seen on the reverse. Even with light die clashing 
in the fields, a scarce and worthwhile issue in mint condition. 

397 1856 AU 58 PCGS. Slanting 5. Pleasing bright golden color. 

The more common of the two 1856 varieties in AU and better 
condition. 

398 1857 MS 62 PCGS. A satiny example with pleasing, original 
color. Although generally considered as a common Type Three 
issue, mint, state 1857 gold dollars are actually 5-10 times 
scarcer than several other dates of this design type. Sharply 
struck in most areas (except the 5 in tli date) and showing 
only small, inoffensive abrasions scattered about. 

399 1857 MS 63 PCGS. Scarcer in mint state than many lower 
mintage dates from the 1880s. 

400 1858-S XF 40 NGC. A difficult issue with a low mintage of only 
10,000 pieces. Bright golden appearance on both sides. Trends 
$500. 

401 1858-S AU 58 NGC. Light in color with adequate lu ter 
remaining. Just 10,000 examples were struck of the '58-S and 
many of those saw years of circulation. Trends $2,000 in AU 
55, $4,250 in MS 60. 

402 1859 MS 60 NGC. A modest mintage date and surprisingly 
difficult to locate in uncirculated grades. This piece is highly 
lustrous and exhibits rich golden color. Some heavy abrasions 
are noted on each side. 

403 1859 MS 64 NGC. While a rather common date among gold 
dollars, the 1859 is an important coin in this grade because of 
the earliness of the date. This is a pleasing, well struck coin 
with a few tiny field marks that account for the grade. 

404 1859-S XF 45 NGC. A reasonably scarce issue with only 15,000 
pieces produced and a condition rarity above XF. On this 
piece, the surfaces have much hidden luster and there are few 
abrasions noted on either side. 

405 1860 MS 64 NGC. As a date, the 1860 gold dollar is fairly low- 
mintage and quite scarce in uncirculated. In MS 64 condition, 
this is an upper condition census coin with this being the only 
coin so graded by NGC and one piece in higher condition. The 
surfaces of this piece are bright and flashy with superb mint 
luster. The striking details are well defined and there are only 
the smallest abrasions noted. 

406 1861 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck and showing excellent mint 
luster, there are some die clashing marks in the reverse field. 
A gem example of this relatively common Type Three gold 
dollar. Population: 9 in 65, none finer. 

407 1883 MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces on this popular, low-mintage 
issue are accented by a fight overlay of reddish-orange color 
and come temptingly close to the gem category. 

408 1887 MS 63 PCGS. Very flashy overall, with rich golden- 
orange color and a only a few wispy hairlines in the field to the 
left of Liberty limiting the grade. One of just 7,500 business 
strikes issued. 
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4u~ 1830 AU 58 NGC. From an original mintage of 4.540 pieces, 

only several dozen 1830 quarter eagles are believed to survive 
today. Taglione proposed a population of 75 to 85 examples, 
far fewer than other estimates of up to 200 pieces, and we tend 
to favor his view. The survival rate of this series is remarkably 
low, compounded by the mass meltings of this and other 
denominations once the intrinsic value of the gold exceeded 
the coin's face value. However, that being said, the 1830 is 
possibly the most available issue of the Small Planchet type 
with a small number of near-mint and mint state pieces 
certified. This is a well struck example that has bright, semi- 
prooflike fields. On the lower obverse two small planchet 
flakes are noted by star 1 as are a couple of minor abrasions on 
the lower truncation of the neck of Liberty. Population: 8 in 
58, only 8 finer. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

410 1834 Classic AU 50 PCGS. Sharply struck with good detailing 

even on the hair curls over the ear. and showing no 
mentionable abrasions on either side. A Terrific looking AU 
type coin. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

411 1843-0 XF 45 NGC. The Small Da„e variety of this issue is the 
most common O-mint of its type in both total numbers and 
coins available in high grade. This piece exhibits characteristic 
pale yellow-gold color and is fairly well defined, with only 
minor softness on the eagle. 

412 1844 AU 53 NGC. A much above-average example of this rare 
Philadelphia issue, one of just 6.784 pieces struck. The few 
surviving pieces generally grade Fine to VF or. on occasion, 

XF at best. The strike, particularly on the obverse, is quite 
strong and only a minor amount of softness is noticed to the 
left of the shield on the reverse. The surfaces are light in color 
and retain a good deal of hidden luster. Near condition census 
for the date, with only PCGS having graded a single mint 
state specimen. Trends $2,250 in AU 50, $3,750 in AU 55. 

413 1846 AU 50 PCGS. A scarce and underappreciated issue, the 
1846 is surprisingly difficult to locate in all grades and is 
especially challenging in AU. This coin is well struck on the 
obverse but shows the usual softness of detail on the eagle on 
the reverse. The fields have a light green-gold tinting of color 
that adds considerably to the overall appeal of the coin. The 
only abrasion of any note is a field scratch below the eleventh 
star. Trends $1,350. 

414 1847 XF 45 NGC. A scarce and underrated coin that is less 
available than its mintage of 29.814 pieces would suggest, with 
an estimated 85 to 95 pieces believed extant in all grades. 
Seldom seen above the VP level. This is a well struck example 
that shows the usual softness of strike in the center of the 
reverse. 

415 1849 AU 50 PCGS. In actuality, this date is quite scarce and 
desirable in the series. With a moderate mintage of 23,294 
coins, the 1849 is very difficult to obtain in grades of AU and 
above as most have been circulated more heavily. This 
specimen is bright and well struck. Trends $1,150. 

416 1850-0 XF 45 PCGS. Very scarce in all grades and, 
characteristic of all examples known of this issue, the hair 
curls of Liberty and the feathers on the eagle are softly 
impressed. Scarce in XF. coins in higher grades are very rare. 
Unlike many specimens seen of this date, however, this coin is 
not too heavily abraded. 


417 1851 MS 62 NGC. While it would be difficult to argue that this 
is a rare date in mint state, it is. however, a significant coin as 
early Coronet quarter eagles are so difficult to locate in 
uncirculated grades compared to their later (especially post- 
1900) counterparts. Sharply struck and fully lustrous with rich 
green-gold color and only trivial marks on either side. 
Population: 32 in 62, 18 finer. 

418 1851-0 AU 50 NGC. Doubled Date. A scarce date and 
especially elusive when one is seeking a coin finer than XF. In 
AU the '51-0 quarter eagle is considered a high R.6 issue. This 
piece is sharply defined in all areas except the center of the 
eagle, and shows a bright golden color overall. 

419 1852 MS 62 NGC. Satiny and quite clean for the grade with a 
lovely reddish caste. 

420 1852-0 XF 45 NGC. Bright, well struck surfaces with 
attractive rose-violet patina clinging to the devices. Most often 
well worn, '52-0 quarter eagles can be considered scarce at the 
AU and higher grade levels. 

421 1854 AU 58 NGC. A lesser seen early P-mint, well struck and 
exhibiting virtually complete luster. 

422 1854-0 AU 50 PCGS. A fairly common date among early 
Coronet quarter eagles, this is an unclashed example that is 
well struck and has good remaining luster. 

423 1855 AU 58 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with nearly 
complete mint luster. 

424 1857 AU 58 NGC. Well defined with good luster and color. 

425 1857-0 XF 40 PCGS. One : . just 34.000 pieces struck, this 
bright yellow-gold specimen is softly struck but shows 
remarkably few abrasions for a coin of this grade. 

426 1859 AU 50 NGC. This date has the lowest mintage of any 
Philadelphia issue quarter eagle in the 1850s. It is a well 
defined example that shows rich reddish color in the fields and 
a few handling marks on each side. 

427 1859-S Fine 12 PCGS. The surfaces on this underrated S-mint 
display considerable wear and no obvious distractions. From a 
mintage of 15,200 coins, the relatively few survivors are 
almost invariably low grade. 

428 1860-S AU 53 NGC. A challenging S-mint quarter eagle that is 
especially diffi cult, to locate in AU and mint condition. A bit 
softly struck in the centers, the surfaces are exceptionally free 
from the abrasions that normally plague circulated gold coins. 

429 1861-S AU 55 PCGS. With a mintage of 24.000 pieces one 
would t hink this might be a reasonably obtainable issue. 
However, it is much scarcer than the mintage suggests and is 
very difficult to locate in even the lowest circulated grades. 
Pieces above XF are exceedingly difficult to find. A bit softly 
struck in the centers, the peripheral details are strong and 
overall this coin is bright and shows no distracting blemishes. 

430 1866 XF 40 NGC. This extremely scarce post Civil War 
quarter eagle, one of just 3,080 pieces struck, is well struck 
save for an area of total flatness at the base of the eagle. It is 
clear that the scarcity of this date exceeds what even the 
mintage would suggest, with less than 100 pieces in all grades 
known to exist, most in VF or lesser condition. 
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1867-S AU 50 PCGS. A conditionally scarce issue, one of only 
28.000 pieces struck. The bright, golden-orange surfaces show 
just a touch of softness in the centers. 

1869- S VF 35 NGC. Probably a bit finer by degree of wear, but 
as '69-S quarter eagles were one of the most poorly struck of 
all S-mint issues, the coin has been downgraded to the VF 
level. Very softly struck in the centers. 

1870 XF 45 NGC. Well struck with remnants of prooflike 
h’ster and a only few small marks. Scarcer issue from a 
mintage of 4,520 business strikes. 

1870- S XF 40 NGC. Another conditionally scarce S-mint that, 
more often than not. grades VF or worse. This piece is 
particularly sharp, even on the reverse, and is accented by 
darker color about the devices. 

1871 AU 53 NGC. A scarce issue with an impressively low 
mintage of only 5,300 pieces. This is a well struck coin with 
muted prooflike qualities in the fields and tinges of rose-violet 
color about the date and lettering. 

1871 -S AU 50 NGC. Moderately scarce in all grades, this 
specimen shows typical softness of strike on both the hair 
curls as well as the eagle's leg. There are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side and considerable reddish patina 
surrounds the devices. 

1872 AU 50 PCGS. Paradoxically this issue has one of the 
lowest mintages in the entire series (only 1,660 pieces) and 
yet, unlike many earlier (and some later) issues, it is 
occasionally available in choice AU and even BU condition. 

This is a nice semi-prooflike coin that shows an even overlay of 
reddish patina across both sides. Remarkably free from 
abrasions. 


details. The fields have a bright semi-prooflikeness and both 
sides are draped in light reddish patina. 

443 1876-S AU 50 NGC. A second example of this rare issue, this 
piece also displays slight softness of strike on each side, as 
always, and showing the diagnostic die scratch on Liberty's 
lower jawline. 

444 1877-S MS 60 NGC. One of the more available S-mint quarter 
eagles, this is a well defined piece whose green-gold surfaces 
show a fight overlay of reddish patina. 

445 1879 MS 60 NGC. A moderately scarce issue in mint state, this 
is a sharply struck example that shows bright yellow-gold 
surfaces. 

446 1885 AU 53 PCGS. The 1885 has the fourth lowest business 
strike production of any Liberty quarter eagle, next to the 
1881, the 1875. and the prohibitively rare 1854-S. One theory 
for the exceedingly low business strike production is that even 
as late as the 1880s, individuals could come personally and 
bring their gold to the mint for conversion into coin of the 
realm. There was a glut of gold coins, particularly in the East, 
and no production had been specified. Maybe thesr precious 
few coins were produced from direct public deman J. From a 
tiny mintage of 800 pieces, a total of 47 coins have been 
certified by both services in all grades, undoubtedly, some of 
which may be the same coin. AUs seem to be the median grade 
for the date, and this specimen hits right in the middle. The 
strike is sharp and the richly colored surfaces show some 
prooflike reflectivity, as is characteristic. 

447 1888 MS 61 NGC. A scarce Liberty quarter eagle of which only 
16,001 business strikes were coined. Just a bit softly struck on 
the eagle's left (facing) leg, the coin ov^all shows deep reddish 
patina and minimal abrasions for the grade. 


1873 Closed 3 AU 55 PCGS. A moderately scarce issue that is 
three to four times more difficult to locate than the Open 3. 
This piece is extraordinarily clean with no obvious marks on 
either side. There are noticeable remnants of mint luster still 
clinging to the devices and the only detracting feature we see 
is a softness of strike on the eagle's left (facing) leg. 

1873-S AU 50 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, the '73-S 
quarter eagle is seldom seen in any grade and is especially 
difficult in AU and better condition. There are noticeable 
portions of luster remaining and the coin shows much reddish 
color. Weakly defined in the centers, the only mentionable 
surface marks are a thin scratch in the left obverse field below 
star 4 and a couple of marks on the reverse, one above the 
eagle's head and a pair below the second S in STATES. 


448 1888 MS 62 PCGS. Bright pinkish-gold luster. 

449 1891 MS 62 NGC. A scarcer, low mintage date in the '90s, only 
10,960 business strikes were coined. This is a bright example 
with dazzling yellow-gold color and a strong strike. 

450 1894 AU 50 PCGS. A scarce low mintage date with only 4,000 
pieces struck. Light friction on the highpoints and in the fields 
with deep russet patina over most of the surfaces. 

451 1905 MS 67 NGC. Unparalleled quality in a Coronet quarter 
eagle. The surfaces are devoid of any noticeable marks and the 
smooth, satiny luster is subtly colored in shades of light 
yellow-gold and deeper reddish-orange. A couple of minor 
copper spots do not detract. Population: 5 in 67, none finer. 


1875-S XF 45 PCGS. A scarcer Coronet quarter eagle with 
only 11,600 pieces struck. Usually seen with softly defined 
features, this piece shows only slight softness in the centers 
with well defined peripheries. Much deep reddish patina 
outlines the devices on the reverse. 

1875- S AU 50 NGC. Particularly well struck in the central 
areas with lustrous coppery-gold surfaces. One of just 11,600 
pieces issued, the '75-S is quite scarce as an AU and only 
rarely offered in uncirculated grades. 

1876- S AU 50 PCGS. The 1876-S is a rare coin in any grade 
and has long been a favorite of collectors because of its very 
low mintage of only 5,000 pieces-second lowest among all S- 
mint quarter eagles—second only to the legendary 1854-S. 
Conditionally scarce above VF, in AU the '76-S is decidedly 
rare. This piece shows only slight softness of the central 


452 1906 MS 62 NGC. Satiny, nearly unblemished surfaces, tinted 

a pleasing yellow-gold about the stars and lettering. A 
conservatively graded specimen. 


PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 

453 1902 PR 63 NGC. A few light hairlines cannot diminish the 

bright, flashy appearance of this light cameo example. Evenly 
toned in a rich, yellow-gold color. While 193 proofs were 
reportedly struck for this year, the actual number is probably 
considerably smaller. This is a pleasing example in a grade 
that is both very acceptable and affordable. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 
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454 1911 MS 64 PCGS. In,’ ; an quarter eagles are a rare find in 
this condition because of the incuse design. Bringing the fields 
up as the highest portion of the coin made them especially 
susceptible to abrasions. This is a lovely piece that must look 
very nearly as it did in the year of issue. Fully struck and 
showing no meaningful abrasions, the surfaces are a lustrous 
light golden color. 

455 1911-D AU 50 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright yellow-gold 
color. A pleasing, problem-free example of this low mintage, 
key issue. 

456 1911-D MS 61 NGC. A solid mint state example of this scarce, 
key date issue that shows no trace of friction on the highpoints 
and br ; "ht yellow-gold color. The mintmark is well formed 
with clear details on all sides. 

457 1911-D MS 63 PCGS. A much sought-after issue, one of just 
55,680 pieces struck and long recognized as a scarcity within 
the Indian quarter eagle series. Many of the surviving 
specimens grade XF or AU, hence true mint state examples 
are of the utmost importance. 

458 1912 MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with very clean surfaces, just a 
bit lackluster to grade higher. 

459 19i-> AU 58 NGC. Richly colored with only the slightest 
friction precluding a mint state classification. 

460 1914 MS 62 PCGS. A nice looking, original coin that is clearly 
suggestive of a higher grade. Scarcer issue. 

461 1914 MS 62 NGC. One of the tougher dates to find in mint 
state. This one has a few contact marks mostly on the reverse. 

462 1914-D MS 60 NGC. Well st- -ck and fully lustrous. 

463 1914-D MS 62 PCGS. Both sides show deep reddish-coppery 
color that adds considerably to the overall visual appeal of the 


464 1914-D MS 62 NGC. Nearly select quality for this scarcer 
issue, displaying attractive orange-gold accents on either side. 

465 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Deep reddish-coppery patina covers both 
sides of this scarce issue. Well struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces that are minimally abraded. 

466 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with just a few 
scattered abrasions. Quite a pleasing example of this difficult 
type. 


PROOF INDIAN QUARTER EAGLE 

467 1908 PR 63 PCGS. Proofs of this year are always a popular 

item with collectors. Not only is it the first year of issue for the 
incuse Indian design, and a low mintage date with only 236 
proofs struck (many of which were melted), but all proofs also 
have a distinctive and quite lovely deep-khaki color. The 
surfaces are attractive, although not quite perfect. A couple of 
ancient contact-like marks show on the reverse field below 
AMERICA. A rare opportunity to purchase an attractive 
matte proof Indian quarter eagle at an affordable level. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 
468 1856 MS 62 PCGS. While not one of the better dates in this 


date and subsequent popularity of all issues from the decade of 
the 1850s. This piece is typically struck with noticeable 
weakness of details on the hair curls of Liberty and the wreath 
on the reverse. The surfaces are abundantly lustrous and 
colored a medium golden-yellow. There are a few small 
abrasions, and were the strike more complete, the coin would 
undoubtedly grade significantly higher. 

469 1856-S XF 45 NGC. While the '56-S has a high mintage, and is 
in fact the most available of the several S-mint issues, it is. 
however, very elusive in grades better than XF. This is a nice 
piece for the grade with virtually abrasion-free surfaces, and 
showing the usual softness on the hair curls, and bright 
yellow-golden color. 

470 1861 MS 6i NGC. Scarce in absolute numbers, as its mintage 
of 5,959 pieces would suggest, the typical 1861 grades in the 
VF-XF range and mint state survivors are few and far 
between. This elusive uncirculated piece displays shimmering 
mint brilliance and only scattered field marks keep it out of 
the select category. 

471 1862 AU 53 NGC. A popular Civil War issue of some scarcity. 
With a mintage of 5.750 pieces, circulated coins are available, 
but certainly not in great supply. This piece exhibits good 
luster and strike, with a small patch of discoloration to the left 
of tne wreath at 9 o'clock. 

472 1878 AU 53 PCGS. The mint luster is still thick and frosted 
over most of the coin, just a bit thin in the fields and on the 
highpoints. Lightly abraded. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

473 1834 Plain 4 AU 50 PCGS. A strong strike for this fid.ial year 
Classic Head five, with remnants of luster about the stars and 
lettering. 

474 1836 VT" 25 PCGS. Moderately worn with the appearance of 
more circulation from the normal softness of strike in the 
central devices. 

475 1836 XF 45 NGC. Bright yellow-gold surfaces with few 
appreciable marks and a strong strike in the centers. 

476 1836 MS 62 PCGS. This is an exemplary Classic half eagle 
and should prove to be a wise purchase if the new owner does 
not mind a few contact marks that are consistent with the 
grade. All else falls into place nicely on this piece. The luster is 
simply outstanding and is far superior to most coins in this 
grade range. There is also a bit of green-gold color noted on 
each side. The striking details are uncommonly bold as well 
with sharply defined hair curls on Liberty. Trends $4,900 in 
MS 62. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

477 1844-C VF 30 PCGS. With a mintage of only 23,631 pieces, this 
is a very scarce, low mintage Charlotte issue. The present coin 
is a respectable circulated example of such. One mark on 
Liberty's cheek is mentioned for pedigree purposes. Trends 
$1,150 in VF 20, $3,600 in XF 40. 

478 1845 AU 55 NGC. A rather common issue among No Motto 
Liberty fives, but a sharply struck, true AU coin that would fit 
well in many gold type sets. 
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479 1846 XF 40 PCGS. Large Date. The more frequently seen of 
the two varieties, this piece shows remnants of a prooflike 
fini sh in the fields and the devices are generally well defined. 

480 1848 XF 45 NGC. Scarcer than its mintage suggests, this 
Choice XF piece is well struck on the obverse and shows good 
remaining luster with light reddish accents at the peripheries. 
A thin scratch is noted above the head of Liberty; otherwise, 
just a few small abrasions are seen on each side. 

481 1849 AU 50 NGC. Doubled 49. Breen-6582. Listed in Breen's 
Encyclopedia as "Ex. rare." he says that the final two digits 
are repunched, but on this coin we see repunching very clearly 
on all four digits. Softly struck in the centers, as usual, the 
surfaces exude a war m golden-orange color and there are 
noticeable portions of mint luster around the devices. 

482 1850 XF 40 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, this piece 
has bright surfaces that show only a bit of light reddish patina. 
Softly struck in die centers, there is a small alloy spot by the 
inn er point of star 4. 

483 1852 AU 50 NGC. Deep orange-gold color, clean surfaces, and 
somewhat softly struck in the centers. 

48 1853 AU 50 Nu ,n Bright and well struck. 

485 1854 AU 50 NGC. A slightly better P-mint half eagle from this 
popular and widely collected decade. Just a bit softly struck in 
the centers, the surfaces have a deep reddish patina over both 
sides. 

486 1856-0 XF 40 NGC. A scarce, low mintage half eagle that has 
a mintage of only 10,000 pieces, second lowest of all New 
Orleans fives. This piece shows a few small abrasions on each 
side, but fewer than the usually heavily abraded '56-0. The 
obverse is sharply impressed and only the eagle's neck on the 
reverse shows any noticeable softness. There are a couple of 
pinscratches in the obverse fields that detract somewhat. 

487 1856-S XF 40 PCGS. A moderately scarce No Motto date that 
becomes quite elusive and expensive in AU and better grades. 
This is a well defined piece that has bright surfaces overall 
with a bit of reddish patina. 

488 1857 XF 45 PCGS. Sharply struck. 

489 1861 AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck with bright, still-lustrous 
surfaces. Marred only by a couple of larger marks on the cheek 
of Liberty. 

490 1868 VF 25 PCGS. Only 5,700 business strikes were produced 
and even VF coins are difficult to locate. There are numerous 
small abrasions scattered about, but the only marks of note 
are a few small scratches in the reverse fields. A very scarce 
issue seldomly encountered in any grade. 

491 1868-S XF 45 PCGS. An absolute rarity in the Coronet series, 
and an important condition rarity as well with only a small 
handful of AU or better pieces known. This piece has subdued 
yellow-gold color and is softly defined in the centers with no 
singularly distracting blemishes on either side. 

492 1869-S Fine 15 NGC. Actually a fairly typical grade for this 
scarce issue with few examples known above Fine. Well worn, 
but original, with deep charcoal-gray patina surrounding the 
devices. 

493 1869-S XF 45 PCGL. A very rare coin in any grade, the '69-S 
is "prohibitively rare above VF" according to Breen. No AU 


pieces were auctioned or known at the time Akers did his 
survey of major gold auctions in 1978. Richly colored, the 
peripheries show a deep reddish-orange patina with much 
lighter interiors. Somewhat softly defined on the devices, 
there are few abrasions on either side. 

494 1871 -S XF 40 NGC. A very scarce S-mint five that is 
considerably more difficult than the mintage of 25,000 would 
suggest. This is one of the finest pieces available and only a 
couple of coins are known in better grades. Sharply struck, a 
small amount of luster still remains. 

495 1873 Closed 3 AU 50 NGC. Scarcer than its Open 3 
counterpart, this piece has dirty-gold surfaces that are a touch 
softly struck on the reverse. A couple of small ticks are noted 
on the cheek of Liberty. 

496 1873 Open 3 MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck on the obverse with 
bright surfaces and showing a few small abrasions. 

497 1877-S Fine 12 NGC. Rare in all grades and generally only 
found well worn, this piece is just 16 points lower than the 
average grade for an 1877-S (according to Akers). Lightly 
abraded except for a long scratch in the left obverse field down 
from star 5. 

498 1878 AU 50 NGC. Sharply struck with rich reddish-golden 
color. 

499 1878 MS 62 NGC. A scarcer issue in mint state, this fully 
struck piece has lovely reddish-gold surfaces and shows only a 
few small abrasions. 

500 1878-S AU 58 NGC. While readily available in VF or XF, this 
issue is quite diffi cult, to acquire in AU and above. The fields 
are bright and semi-prooflike on this piece and the devices 
sharply struck. 

501 1879 MS 60 NGC. Bright and satiny with a particularly sharp 
strike. A scarcer issue, only occasionally found in average and 
choice uncirculated grades. 

502 1879-S AU 53 NGC. Moderately abraded and temptingly close 
to mint state, a grade level at which it becomes decidedly 
scarce. 

503 1881 MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color. 
Just a lovely piece with strong luster and good eye appeal. 

504 1881/0 AU 55 NGC. This popular overdate is rarely located in 
uncirculated grades and the present piece is quite choice with 
some luster and quite attractive surfaces. An early die state 
with the error showing plainly. 

505 1883 XF 45 NGC. Well struck with rose colored peripheries 
and showing fair amounts of mint luster still. 

506 1883-S AU 50 NGC. Bright surfaces with good remaining mint 
luster. A sharply struck coin. 

507 1884-S MS 61 NGC. A sharply struck coin that shows 
attractive and original golden-orange color. 

508 1886 AU 58 NGC. Sharply struck with near-complete mint 
luster. Moderately scarce in mint condition. 

509 1886-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, semi-prooflike 
fields. An attractive, minimally abraded coin. 
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510 1889 AU 55 PCGS. Conditionally challenging in * int state, 
this choice AU has bright semi-prooflike fields and a strong 

511 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with rich golden colored 
luster. Scarce in choice condition. 

512 1892-CC AU 50 PCGS. Sharply struck with good remaining 
luster and even orange-gold color. A bit baggy as usual for CC 
mint products. 

513 1893-S AU 58 PCGS. Only the lightest robbing shows on the 
hi' 'ipoints. The fields are semi-reflective. 

514 1895 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck with deep 
reddish color. There are several long grease stains on the 
obverse that were struck into the coin at the time it was 
minted. 

515 1895-S AU 50 NGC. Light wear with abundant luster 
remaining. 

516 1896-S XF 45 NGC. Traces of golden luster are buried next to 
the raised portions on either side. 

517 1897-SAI 50 NGC. A sc rce and underrated late date S-mint 
half eagl* this piece shows much reflectivity in the fields and 
a clearly defined strike on both sides. 

518 1900-S XF 45 NGC. Well struck and essentially mark-free. 

519 1901/0-S MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing coin with good luster and 
rich gold- i color. The underdigit is quite pronounced, showing 
the inner and outer curve of the 0 at the top right. 

520 1904 MS 64 NGC. By no means as common in this grade as 
once believed. This is a very satiny specimen with a bold strike 
and a minimum of visible contact marks. Population: 47 in 64, 

521 1904-S AU 50 NGC. A pleasing example of this low mintage 
date, with lots of original luster and a hint of coppery toning in 
the protected areas. 


PROOF LIBERTY HALF EAGLE 

522 1880 PR 61 PCGS. While the business strikes of 1880 are 

among the most common dates of the series, proofs are 
extremely rare. Only 36 were originally minted and it is 
estimated that today possibly fewer than ten survive in all 
grades. This piece has exceptionally deep mirrors in the fields 
with high-contrast devices that are heavily frosted. Small 
chatter is seen on each side accounting for the grade, but the 
eye appeal of this coin is clearly beyond the stated grade.

523 1909-D MS 61 PCGS. Bright surfaces. 

524 1909-D MS 62 NGC. Fully struck but kept from grading 
higher by numerous small abrasions on each side. 

525 1909-0 XF 40 ANACS. A noticeably worn example of this rare 
and final year of issuance for the New Orleans mint. There are 
no mentionable abrasions, and the mintmark is barely 
discernable. 

526 1912-S AU 58 NGC. A strong strike for this conditionally rare 
issue with a few light marks peppered on either side. The 


mintmark is typically indistinct. Trends $350 in AU 55. SI.700 
in MS 60. 

527 1913-S AU 55 NGC. Lustrous surfaces that are very well 
struck (the mintmark is typically indistinct) and are just a 
whisper of wear from uncirculated. Trends $475 in AU 55. 

528 1914-S AU 58 NGC. Bright and very well struck, but kept 
from mint state by the lightest friction. Scarce any finer. 

529 1915-S AU 55 NGC. Clean surfaces and showing some light 
wear. The strike is very sharp overall, though the mintmark is 
typically indistinct. 

530 1916-S AU 53 NGC. Moderately scarce as a date, this piece 
shows light rubbing over the hirhpoints and a couple of 
pinscratches on the reverse. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

531 1841 XF 45 NGC. Evenly worn with a few small marks on the 
obverse and several small rim bruises on the reverse. 

532 1848 XF 45 NGC. A scarce P-mint ten that is much more 
elusive than its mintage of 145.484 pieces might indicate. 
Softly de. ailed on the hij, ooints with the usual number of 
small ah asions on each side. 

533 1848-0 XF 40 NGC. A very scarce and largely 
underappreciated issue in the No Motto series. The '48-0 is 
probably the worst produced O-mint from the 1840s. This 
piece is softly impressed, as usual, but the surfaces overall are 
clean and show virtually no marks. Scarce in this grade and 
close to the lower end of the condition census. 

534 1849 AU 53 PCGS. Another common date P-mint of the No 
Motto type, this piece is bright and minimally abraded with 
some softness in the centers. 

535 1849 AU 58 NGC. One of the more available dates in the 
1840s with the occasional mint state coin even available, albeit 
quite expensive. This piece is just a whisper away from mint 
condition with slight friction in the fields and on the devices. 
Numerous small contact marks pepper each side. Well struck 
in the centers with some softness on the obverse stars. 

536 1850 Small Date XF 40 NGC. The rarer of the two date sizes 
by a considerable margin and a valuable coin in XF and AU 
condition. This is a very pleasing example whose surfaces are 
virtually unmarked, the only abrasion of note being a diagonal 
scratch on the reverse. Trends $1,150. 

537 1850 Small Date XF 45 NGC. Bright, minimally worn surfaces 
with the usual softness in the stars and on the eagle's 
wingtips. By far the scarcer of the two 1850 varieties, with 
pieces grading above AU virtually unobtainable. 

538 1851 AU 50 PCGS. An original coin with darker orange-gold 
surfaces. A plethora of tiny abrasions pepper each side and 
some softness of strike shows on the highpoints. A scarcer 
issue. Trends $900. 

539 1851-0 AU 50 NGC. A common date by No Motto standards 
with lower grade pieces plentiful, but AU and mint state coins 
are quite elusive. This is a nice coin for the grade with 
noticeable traces of luster still around the devices, and the 
commonly seen abrasions scattered about. Well struck in the 
centers with some softness on the stars. Trends $1,200. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures are from the October Population Report or the November Census Report from NGC. 
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540 1852 AU 50 PCGS. This choice specimen has bright yellow- 
gold color and a few more obvious field marks on the obverse. 

541 1853/2 XF 40 PCGS. The downstroke of the 2 is quite obvious 
wi thin the lower loop of the 3 and there is even a tiny spike 
from the bottom of the 2 at the left side of the 3. A bit softly 
struck but there is a fair amount of mint luster still remaining 
around the devices. 

542 1853-0 AU 50 PCGS. While one of the more available O-mint 
tens, in AU condition the '53-0 is quite elusive with on'v 17-18 
pieces believed t exist today in this grade range. Typical for 
the issue, the striking details are somewhat soft on the 
peripheral stars but the central details are quite well defined. 
Minimally abradeu with light green-gold color. 

543 1854 MS 60 PCGS. Blundered Date. Breen-6911. A 
surprisingly scarce issue considering the mintage was a hefty 
54,250 pieces. While relatively available in lower grades, the 
1854 is quite difficult to locate in strict AL condition, and in 
mint state fewer than a dozen pieces are believed known. The 
Blundered Date is an interesting mispunching, no doubt 
attributable to James Longacre and his limitations as a die 
sinker. The base and pa c of the upright of an extra 1 can be 
seen just above the deni 'des below the left side of the 8 in the 
date. Considt ^d "very are" by Breen, 'inis is a low condition 
census coin that has frosty features and the expected 
scuffiness in the fields consistent with the grade. Population: 2 
in 60, 2 higher. 

544 1856 AU 50 NGC. A scarcer P-mint ten and usually not seen in 
AU. Well struck on the everse with somewhat soft definition 
on the obverse. Rich golden-orange color with a fair amount of 
mint luster still remaining around the devices. Two deep 
marks are seen on Liberty's nose and a couple more are 
located above the eyebrow. 

545 1858-0 XF 45 PCGS. One of the more common mintmarked 
No Motto tens, made so by the existence of a small hoard that 
entered the market in 1985. This piece shows one large field 
mark on the left side of the obverse, and there are several 
deeply colored alloy spots on each side. A bit softly struck on 
the highest portions of the design. 

546 1858-S VF 20 PCGS. This is a very rare No Motto ten that 
very seldom appears in public auction, no doubt the few pieces 
that do exist are locked away in major gold collections. While 
the grade of this coin is not all that high, it is a major event for 
the specialist in this series to locate a '58-S in any condition, 
and most of the few survivors are only in VF with just a couple 
known at the XF level. This is an original coin that has been 
left to tone naturally, taking on a deep reddish patina that is 
considerably darker toward the rims. There are no 
distinguishing marks for pedigree purposes. Trends $2,000. 

547 1859 AU 53 PCGS. A rare coin in all grades and prohibitively 
rare in AU according to Breen. This piece is reasonably well 
struck with only minor softness noted on the highpoints. The 
fields are bright and the color overall is yellow-gold with 
muted reddish accents. A large toning spot is noted at the base 
of the eagle on the reverse. 

548 1868 XF 45 PCGS. Only 10,630 business strikes were produced 
of this scarcer With Motto issue. The majority of survivors are 
in the VF and XF grade range, this piece being 15 points finer 
than the average coin usually seen. Missing just a bit of 
highpoint detailing, the bright surfaces show numerous small 
blemishes, none of which are individually significant. 


549 1870-S XF 40 PCGS. A very scarce issue from a mintage of 
just 9.000 pieces and an extreme condition rarity as well that 
is seldom seen above the XF level. No mint state pieces are 
known. This is a very nice piece with decent details for the 
grade, surprisingly few contact marks, and a bright, golden 
color. Trends $2,900. 

550 1871-S XF 45 NGC. An extremely rare S-mint ten with a 
mintage of only 16,500 pieces. Not only is this an absolute 
rarity, but it is an important condition rarity as well that is 
considered "prohibitively rare above VF" by Breen. Bright 
with some luster showing, the surfaces are only marred by two 
marks on the obverse, one on the cheek of Liberty and the 
other in the left obverse field. The mintmark is extremely 
weak on the reverse and with only a casual glance the coin 
could easily be mistaken for a Philadelphia product. Trends 
$2,900 in XF 40, $3,900 in AU 50. 

551 1872-S XF 45 PCGS. A very scarce With Motto ten that is 
rarely seen in XF condition and is virtually unknown any 
finer. A bit weakly struck, traces of mint luster are evident 
around the devices and there are numerous small abrasions on 
each side, the most notable being a scratch between stars 2 
and 3. 

552 1878-S XF 45 PCGS. Another scarce, dated Liberty eagle. 

Some mint luster is still visible on this otherwise bright coin. 
The strike is mostly sharp including the mintmark, which is 
often weak. Trends $1,200. 

553 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Although minted in fairly substantial 
numbers, the '79-P eagle is not often seen in uncirculated. This 
piece is frosty and has a rich golden color, with only minor 
softness on the highpoints. Population: 6 in 62, 3 finer. Trends 
$1,500. 

554 1880 MS 63 PCGS. Splendid original color is seen on both 
sides of this choice specimen. Fairly common in lesser grades 
of uncirculated, the population of 1880 eagles thins out rapidly 
in finer grades. Fully struck with a prooflike obverse and 
minimal blemishes. Population: 6 in 63, 3 finer. Trends $4,200. 

555 1880-0 AU 50 PCGS. A rare and overlooked later date O-mint 
ten. This piece is certainly above average for the issue with 
good remaining luster and generally well struck. There are a 
few contact marks noted on both sides. Trends $1,000. 

556 1880-S MS 60 NGC. Some cartwheel luster appears on both 
sides of this coin. The obverse exhibits a few noticeable contact 
marks, normal for the grade. Surprisingly scarce in this 
condition. 

557 1881-S MS 61 NGC. Heavily bagmarked but the luster is 
complete, being a rich, yellow-gold color. 

558 1882 MS 62 NGC. Lightly abraded, but with nice luster and 
pleasing color. Above this grade, the population of 1882 eagles 
drops off dramatically. 

559 1882-0 AU 50 PCGS. A very scarce date and an important 
condition rarity in AU condition that merits a High R.6 rating 
in this grade. This is a well struck piece that has numerous 
small abrasions on each side and fair portions of luster 
surrounding the devices. 

560 1883-S AU 58 NGC. The bright, almost fully lustrous surfaces 
show myriad contact marks with the preponderance being on 
the obverse. Seldom seen finer than AU. 
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561 1884-CC XF 45 PCGS. A scarce date among Carson City tens 
with only 9,925 coins produced. This piece is a bit above 
average for the issue. The devices are still surrounded by 
traces of mint luster and the surfaces overall are free from any 
troubling abrasions. There is a grease stain (as struck) next to 
star 4 on the obverse. Just a bit softly struck. 

562 1884-S AU 58 NGC. Very scarce in strict mint state, this well 
struck coin represents a good value in this near-mint grade. 
Lovely color. 

563 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Somewhat subdued luster is 
complemented with a surprisingly clean appearance and a 
near absence of noticeable marks. Scarce in mint state. 
Population: 12 in 62, only 2 finer. 


564 1886 MS 64 PCGS. One of the nicest we've seen of this 

underappreciated Philadelphia ten. Both sides are minimally 
abraded and the obverse displays a streak of bright-golden 
color. Population: 3 in 64, none higher. 


565 1888 AU 55 NGC. Scarce and underappreciated in strict mint 
state, this piece has most of the satin, luster still remaining 
and there are a few medium sized abr .sions. 

566 1888 MS 60 NGC. A very scarce With Motto ten that is seldom 
found in mint condition. In fact, NGC has only certified 22 
pieces in MS 60 with 7 finer. Sharply struck and moderately 
lustrous with bright golden color, there are a number of small 
abrasions on each side as one would expect from a coin of this 
grade. Trends $725. 

567 1892 MS 63 NGC. Common in lower grades but quite elusive 
m choicer condition. Lustrous and well struck. Population: 12 
in 63, only 7 finer. 

568 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with bright mint luster and a 
few typical bagmarks. 

569 1893-S MS 60 NGC. Sharply struck with some very heavy 
marks on the obverse. The coin appears dirty, but the luster is 
nearly full. Very scarce in mint state. 

570 1894-0 AU 58 NGC. Well struck and showing a number of 
small abrasions on each side. A nice coin for the grade. 

571 1895-0 AU 58 NGC. Nearly full, golden luster and very well 
struck. 

572 1896-S AU 50 PCGS. A rare S-mint and seldom seen m better 
condition. Bright surfaces with no problems. Trends $550 in 
AU 50. 

573 1897-S AU 55 NGC. Very scarce, almost non-existent in strict 
mint state, this is one of the finer pieces available of this date. 
Sharply struck with most of the luster still remaining. 

574 1898 MS 64 PCGS. A very choice, lustrous example of this 
rather common date. The fields exhibit golden, satiny luster on 
each side, and there are only a few minor signs of abrasions. 

As usual for this date, the details are sharply struck. 

575 1898-S MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined with bright mint luster 
and a few small, scattered bagmarks. Population: 13 in 62, 
only 1 finer. 

576 1901 MS 62 NGC. Fully struck with lustrous surfaces that 
only show a few contact marks and abrasions. 


57 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. An exquisite two-toned coin where the 

light pinkish center just covers the central device of Liberty 
and is surrounded by a rich orange-gold patina in the prooflike 
fields, giving the piece a modest cameo appearance. Fully 
struck and problem-free, this is a very attractive, near-gem 
ten Liberty. 

578 1902 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck. 

579 1903-0 MS 61 NGC. Fully struck with only a few distracting 
marks, a very scarce issue in mint state. Deep orange-gold 
surfaces display somewhat subdued luster. 

580 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with rich orange-gold color 
and satiny luster. Conditionally scarce in MS 62. 

581 1906-0 MS 60 NGC. Well struck and satiny with minimal 
abrasions for the grade. 

582 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Nice original color. A few minor bagmarks 
limit the grade. 

583 1907 MS 63 NGC. A razor sharp yellow-gold specimen, just a 
few discreet obverse marks from consideration as an MS 64 


INDIAN EAGLES 

584 1908-S VF 35 NGC. One of the lowest mintage dates in the 
series (59,850 pieces) and an issue that is most often found 
with considerable wear. Generally free of marks save for a 
scrape below the motto. 

585 1908-S AU 50 NGC. This piece retains much original luster 
and shows just a light amount of rub. 

586 1909-D AU 50 NGC. A scarcer date in the Indian eagle series, 
this example exhibits typical granular surfaces and a 
somewhat dull appearance. 

587 1910-S MS 60 NGC. A very scarce coin in mint state grades, 
the 1910-S is a date that has not appeared in hoard quantities 
in Europe. As a result, its rarity has remained constant over 
the years. This is a well struck piece that displays full luster 
and a few small to moderate sized abrasions on each side. 

588 1912-S AU 55 NGC. Slight friction on the highpoints with very 
clean surfaces for a circulated coin. A scarce item that is 
seldom seen in uncirculated condition. 

589 1913-S XF 45 NGC. This grade represents a good value in this 
rare date. 

590 1914-S AU 53 NGC. Missing some luster on the highpoints and 
lacking some striking detail at the top of the eagle's wing. 

591 1916-S AU 55 NGC. A rough looking piece that shows several 
small marks on the central devices and tiny grease stains (as 
struck). Still, a near-mint example of this popular S-mint ten. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

592 1855-S AU 55 NGC. A fairly scarce Type One S-mint that is 
quite elusive in AU condition. Well struck with a few field 
marks on the obverse but quite clean on the reverse. Trends 
$2,300 in AU 55. 

593 1859 AU 55 PCGS. Much scarcer than the mintage of almost 
44,000 would indicate, the 1859 is also a particularly rare item 
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in high grade with the average specimen only grading VF 30. 
This is one of the finest pieces known. Combining the 
population data from both of the major services, this piece is 
the third finest certified, being exceeded only by a single MS 
60 and an MS 61. There is very little to separate this coin from 
one that is technically uncirculated. The luster sparkles on 
each side, and the medium orange-gold color of the coin shades 
gradually to a warm reddish tone toward the rims. Sharply 
struck with some detracting abrasions on the obverse. Trends 
$6,500 in AU 55. 

594 1865-S AU 50 NGC. The 1865-S is not a ra r ? date as such 
among Type One twenties, but it is one of the rarest in high 
grade (AU or better). According to Akers research of more 
than a decade ago, the 1865-S was tied for fifth in the entire 
Coronet series according to rarity by average grade. Curiously 
though, this coin represents an excellent value in AU 
condition with Trends only fisting AU 50 coins at $1,150. This 
is a remarkably well defined coin with a strong strike in all 
areas, but rather dullish surfaces. 

595 1866-S No Motto XF 40 NGC. This is a date that is 
considered a higher grade condition rarity, although it is still 
very scarce even in lower grades, VF and below. THs specimen 
is a deep yellow example of this elusive date in the transition 
year, when the motto IN GOD WE TRUST was added to the 
reverse. Other than the ever-present myriad smaii abrasion 
marks, there are no real defects to disclaim. Trends $3,050. 

596 1866-S Motto XF 45 NGC. One of the scarcer S-mint twenties 
and certainly one of the rarest in terms of condition with only 
a handful of pieces grading higher than Choice XJ This is an 
attractive coin with more luster than one usually sees on a 
(45) coin. The strike is generally good and there are only the 
smallest marks on either side. Trends $800 in XF 45. 

597 1869 XF 40 NGC. A scarcer Type Two twenty, kept from AU 
status by numerous contact marks confined mainly to the 
obverse. Everything else on this coin is suggestive of an AU. 

598 1872-CC XF 45 PCI Buffed. The 1872-CC is a scarce CC 
twenty with an original mintage of only 26,900 pieces. It is just 
a bit more available than the 1870-CC and 1871-CC, and is one 
of the keys to the CC series. The surfaces have an unusual 
brightness from being buffed, but the striking details are 
reasonably well defined and there are few handling marks on 
either side. 

599 1873 Closed 3 AU 58 PCGS. Close to mint state with much 
luster rem ainin g Small abrasions are scattered across the 
obverse and the strike is well brought up in all areas. By far 
the scarcer of the two varieties of this year. Trends $1,050 in 
AU 55, $2,750 in MS 60. 

600 1878-CC VF 35 PCGS. A rare date Carson City twenty, struck 
from a mintage of only 13,180 coins, that ranks fourth in 
overall scarcity among CC double eagles. This is an original 
coin that shows deep ruddy color and a couple of short grease 
stains (as struck) at the top of the obverse. 

601 1880-S MS 60 NGC. Very scarce in strict mint condition. This 
is a fully lustrous piece with rich reddish-golden color and 
some noticeable marks on the reverse. Population: 21 in 60, 9 
finer. Trends $1,050. 

602 1883-S MS 61 NGC. Frosty, uncleaned surfaces. Average uncs. 
of this date are occasionally seen, but anything finer is very 
scarce. 


603 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Satiny and just a few obverse field scuffs 
from the select category. Choicer than the typical mint state 
example of this date. Trends $1,250 in MS 62. 

604 1888 MS 60 NGC. A trifle baggy but all the luster still seems 
intact. Scarce in mint state. Trends $800. 

605 1889-CC AU 50 PCGS. A moderately scarce Carson City 
twenty. This is not likely to be a date a collector would use as 
a type coin, but this piece is certainly clean enough to be used 
as such. There are just no mentionable abrasions on either 
side and almost all the original mint luster still remains. 
Trends $890 in AU 50. 

606 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. An especially vibrant and pleasing 
example of this slightly better date. Trends $1,350. 

607 1895 MS 63 NGC. Frosty and well preserved, with lovely 
golden-orange patina over both sides. A choice example. 

608 1895-S MS 63 NGC. Above average obverse for the grade. 
Original color and luster. Tough to locate any nicer than this, 
especially with the eye appeal of this piece. 

609 1896 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, coruscating 
luster. Scarce so fine. 

610 1899-S MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with remarkably clean 
surfaces, the '99-S is very elusive any finer than MS 63. 

Trends $1,450. 

611 1902 MS 60 NGC. Moderately bagmarked on the obverse, but 
a solid mint state example of this scarcer date. 

612 1903-S MS 64 NGC. Conditionally scarce, this is an 
attractive, upper-end 64 coin whose frosted, lustrous surfaces 
are overlaid by moderate reddish patina. 

613 1905-S MS 63 NGC. A well struck example of this scarcer 
Coronet twenty. Well struck with good luster and showing a 
few fight copper stains on each side. Trends $1,600. 

614 1907-S MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and quite pleasing for the grade. 
Scarcer final year of issue, generally found in MS 63 condition 
at best. Trends $ 1,100. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

615 1907 High Relief MS 62 PCGS. We are unable to determine 
for certain whether this is a Wire Rim or Flat Rim because of 
the PCGS plastic holder, but little evidence of a Wire Rim is 
seen. An example of what beauty, history, and a one year type 
can do for a coin. Although only 18 of the 51 dates and mints in 
the series sport lower populations than this date in MS 62 it 
still commands, and always will command, a huge premium. 
Every collector and investor in numismatics dreams of owning 
this fabulous coin. As a result demand always outstrips supply. 
This lovely example appears to the naked eye to grade 
substantially higher than the insert would indicate. Just a 
slight weakness of strike on the knee and a bit of porosity in 
the obverse field could justify a grade this low. 

616 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, with above 
average color and frosty surfaces. A few small contact marks 
are noted below the eagle on the reverse. 

617 1909/8 MS 62 NGC. An original example of this popular 
overdate, with minor blemishes on both sides but exhibiting 
strong eye appeal for the grade. 
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618 1910 MS 63 NGC. Attractive color with the usual grainy, 
frosty finish to the surfaces. Select examples of this date are 
about the best condition a budget-oriented collector can 
obtain, for gems are both rare and expensive. 

619 1911 MS 62 NGC. Bright, granular surfaces struck in yellow- 
gold. 

620 1911 MS 63 NGC. A lovely matte-like specimen, yellow-gold in 
color and only lightly abraded. Scarce all across the board in 
mint state and nearly unobtainable in gem. 

621 1913-D MS 64 PCGS. The bright, satiny luster is tinged with 
subtle rose color. Well struck with clean features. Trends 
$1,650. 

622 1913-D MS 64 NGC. An above-average example of this issue, 
with ample luster and relatively unabraded surfaces. 

623 1926-S MS 63 PCGS. Vibrant golden-orange surfaces, there 
are a few marks on each side that prevent a higher grade, but 
really possessed with the eye appeal of a very choice specimen. 
This is another of the later twenty-dollar coins that was 
victimized by heavy melting after 1933. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

624 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 62 PCGS. As lustrous and pleasing 
as one could ever hope to obtain at this grade level. Both sides 
are essentially white and untoned. 

625 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 PCGS. A minimally abraded 
example of this scarce commemorative dollar. The surfaces 
have been left to tone naturally, giving the coin a deep 
charcoal-gray patina with an edging of blue and gold around 
the devices. Lustrous beneath the toning but not all that 
apparent at first glance because of the depth of the color. 

626 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. This coin displays the bright 
mint luster that this issue is known for. and is generally 
lacking any coloration. A lovely near-gem Alabama with only a 
few small marks on the cheek of Kilby. 

627 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. A lightly toned, gem specimen that 
is essentially mark-free. 

628 1936 Albany MS 66 PCGS. A superb example, fully original, 
and displaying mottled golden-russet toning on each side. 

629 1937 Antietam MS 65 PCGS. An attractive, highly lustrous 
specimen framed with golden-russet toning about the borders. 

630 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. An outstanding example of this 
popular Civil War commemorative. The obverse shows deep 
golden-brown peripheral color while the patina is more evenly 
spread across the reverse. 

631 1937 Antietam MS 66 PCGS. The whiteness of the coin overall 
is interrupted only by a light overlay of milky patina on both 

632 1937 Antietam MS 67 NGC. The obverse shows some golden- 
brown toning near the rims, in the configuration of the tab- 
type holder in which this coin was originally housed. One of 
the more attractive examples available to collectors today. 

633 1935 Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Obviously original with a haze of 
light lemon-yellow patina over both sides. 


634 1935-D Arkansas Mb C" NGC. Clean surfaces that are covered 
w'ith brilliant-white luster. A premium Arkansas 

635 1936 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Untoned and cleaner than the 
average Arkansas half. 

636 1936-D Arkansas MS 64 NGC. Untoned with bright, frosty 
luster. 

637 1936-D Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Faint silvery-gray and green- 
gold overtones. 

638 1938-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. An original gem. frosty in 
appearance under light silvery-gray patina. 

639 1939 Arkansas PDS Set MS 65 PCGS. A first rate, perfectly 
matched set of this final year issue, with all three coins 
sporting two-digit populations. All are essentially untoned and 
void of appreciable marks. (Total: 3 coins) 

640 19c 3-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. Well struck with hazy patina 
on each side. 

641 1936 Boone PDS Set MS 66 NGC. A satiny-white, high quality 
trio. All are well struck and uniform in appearance. (Total: 3 
coins) 

642 1938 Boone MS 65 PCGS. Light obverse toning. Scarcer, final 
year issue. 

643 1938-D Boone MS 65 PCGS. Bright, satiny-lustered surfaces 
with soft overlays of golden color. One of just 2,100 pieces 
struck in this issue's final year of production. 

644 1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. Intense satiny brilliance with 
the only noticeable coloration being a faint yellow-gold patina 
about the peripheries. 

645 1925-S California MS 66 NGC. Shimmering, lustrous surfaces 
with a bit of mottled golden-russet toning most evident about 
the outer portions of the reverse. 

646 1936 Cincinnati MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with faint iridescence 
about the reverse borders. 

647 1936-D Cincinnati MS 65 NGC. Soft golden-violet toning 
adorns the obverse. 

648 1936-S Cincinnati MS 64 PCGS. Clean and lustrous with 
specks of pale violet toning interspersed on either side. 

649 1892 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. Typically frosty with 
attractive peripheral toning on each side. 

650 1893 Columbian MS 64 NGC. The reverse is toned in milky 
lilac and golden hues. 

651 1935 Connecticut MS 65 NGC. Just a whisper of delicate 
golden-violet toning is seen over the well preserved, frosty 
surfaces. 

652 1935 Connecticut MS 66 NGC. The obverse of this highly 
lustrous example is overlaid in soft golden-orange toning, with 
only a few light blushes of similar coloration on the reverse. 

653 1936 Delaware MS 65 NGC. Lovely iridescent toning frames 
the obverse. A few scattered marks are atoned for by 
outstanding luster. 
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654 1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. Some light golden color can be 
made out on each side, shading to iridescent orange about the 
perimeters. Satiny luster with clean surfaces. 

655 1936 Elgin MS 65 PCGS. A solid gem, displaying intense 
luster and pleasing golden toning. 

656 1936 Elgin MS 65 NGC. Deeply frosted and virtually untoned. 
A small edge flaw is noted on the reverse at 2 o'clock. 

657 1936 Elgin MS 66 NGC. A vibrant, high-end specimen with 
satiny luster that is in full brilliance except for a sliver of 
golden-violet color along the upper obverse margin. 

658 1936 Elgin MS 66 NGC. Originally toned with "tab toning" 
showing on both sides. A gem specimen destined for a fine 
collection. 

659 1936 Gettysburg MS 65 PCGS. Lightly toned with satiny 
luster. 

660 1922 Grant MS 63 NGC. Well struck and essentially untoned. 

661 1928 Hawaiian MS 66 PCGS. A critical viewer could look at 
this coin and find a tiny mark here and there, hut that is not 
what constitutes the grade of this coin. This coin derives its 
grade from the thick, satiny luster and phenomenal oil-slick 
iridescent green-golden color splashed across both sides 
shading to orange at the rims. Superb quality and very rare as 
such. Population: 18 in 66, none finer. 

662 1935 Hudson MS 65 PCGS. One of the more lustrous Hudsons 
we've seen, this piece displays a delicate golden tint on the 
obverse and only minimal abrasions on the all-important 
central devices. 

663 1946 Iowa MS 66 NGC. Untoned and of typically high quality. 

664 1946 Iowa MS 67 NGC. One of the more available 
commemorative half dollars in high grades, this coin is 
essentially untoned and boldly struck. 

665 1925 Lexington MS 64 NGC. Some light pale-golden color 
evenly blankets both sides. Original, and quite appealing. 

666 1918 Lincoln MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous and very lightly 
overlaid with some pastel-golden color. A few minor surface 
marks limit the grade. 

667 1936 Lynchburg MS 64 PCGS. Shimmering luster with 
attractive russet toning gravitating toward the borders, 
particularly on the obverse. Some small contact marks on the 
cheek limit the grade. 

668 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with only minor die 
polishing noticed in the right obverse field. Some variegated 
ice-blue and golden-rose toning accent both sides. 

669 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Excellent luster and a very bright 
specimen. A gem quality Maryland half dollar. 

670 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster and nicely toned. 
One dark toning spot is noted on the reverse. A good value in 
this scarce, condition rarity. 

671 1923-S Monroe MS 65 PCGS. A now famous condition 
scarcity in the commemorative series, Monroes are usually 
seen with numerous small marks peppering the main devices. 
This piece is exceptionally clean and covered with thick layers 
of red-violet, cobalt-blue, and golden patina. Very appealing. 


672 1923-S Monroe MS 66 PCGS. Monroe halves are one of the 
great condition rarities in the commemorative series. They are 
a common enough coin in lower grades and can occasionally be 
found in circulated condition. Approaching gem condition, 
however, the situation changes dramatically and the number 
of pieces in MS 64 and better drops off quickly. In MS 66, the 
Monroe is exceptionally difficult to locate, and in fact, 
according to the most recent population figures, only 27 other 
pieces have been so graded with 3 finer. The luster on this 
piece is simply outstanding, being thick and frosted. Both 
sides show peripheral colorations of silver-blue and antique- 
gold with much underlying brilliance still in evidence. There 
are a few minor marks and luster grazes but these have little 
or no effect on the overall attractiveness of the coin. 

673 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 PCGS. Almost completely free from 
post-striking impairments, the coin retains much of the 
original untoned surface in the fields while the devices are 
outlined a faint ^ olden-brown. A superior New Rochelle and a 
worthy coin as such.
